Anniversary. 


Wajbash, lad., April 7.—Ex-Speaker 
Sayre, in an interview in the Plain 
Dealer, sars: 


"I am not a candidate for governor 
any other office, and shall not enter the 
tape under any circumstances. 
I think 
that Oovernor Porter is the choice of 
the vast majority of the Republicans for 
governor, and he will not refusa There 
might, however, 
circumstances arise 
which would cause him to decline—for 
instance, if Gtoneral Hairrison should not 
be nomhuated for president, and Gov- 
ernor Porter were tendered the presi- 
dential nomination, it is reasonably cer- 
tain he would accept that. In the event 
of his nomination for governor, how- 
ever, it would then be gooa politics to 
give 
Lieutenant-Governor Robertson 
the second place on the state ticket. 
If Porter refuses to run, we have sug- 
gested as candidates Oolonel Robertson, 
John M. Butler, J. N. Huston and %Vill 
Oumback, in behalf of each of whom 
much can be said." 


"Would you accept the nomination 
for lieutenant governor if it were ten- 
dered yon?" inquired the reporter. 


"I should on one condition. 
That 
condition is that Colonel Robertson de- 
clines the honor. No man ought to be 
a candidate this year in Indiana in the 
sense of gratifying personal ambition or 
indulging private 
resentment. 
The 
state is close, and the feeling should 
pervade the convention that the man 
who will poll the most votes must be 
nominated 
I will support any man the 
party nominates cheerMUy. Neis Hus- 
ton would make a strong candidate. His 
republicanism is pure and undeflled. 
His energy and tact more than make up 
for any look of eloquence, though he is 
not a failure on tne stump by any 
meaus. His methodical business habits, 
his adherence to system, would render 
him foraoidable. 


"John M. Butler is not popular, in 
the general acoeptation of the term, but 
he is a great man, a thorough republi 
can, and can maintain himself in debate 
against anybody. No mistake would be 
made in nominating him. 
The only 
obstacle to his sucoess that I can devine 
is the fact that he was the attorney for 
the patentees of driven wells in this 
state. 


''Will Oumback would probably be the 
most inter^ting and vigorous cam 
pai^ner on the stump. 
He possesses a 
wide acquaintance with men and meas- 
ures, and ought to satisfy the radical 
temperance element. 
There is more 
danger in defeating than in nominating 
him, because of his attitude upon this 
question. 


"Oolonel Robertson desezves well at 
the hands of his party. He has given 
time and energy and means for its suc- 
oeos^ He has never occupied debatable 
ground on any party question, and en- 
joys the advantage of heading the state 
ticket at the only election in wiiich the 
party was successful from 1880 to 1886. 
While he contributed largely to the vic- 
tory, other agencies contributed more 
fhftit he. Thousands of people in Indi- 
ana, to be found m every county Iwlieve 
that ttirough him can the usurpation of 
1887 be resented and punished» His 
campaigning qualities are not of the 
high order that belong to Oumback or 
Butler, aud he lacks the tact and busi- 
ness methods of Huston.

Their Hlsslonaries go to Sonthem Hezl- 
eo ta Convert a Wild Trlhe of 
ladiaas Nnmbering 26,000. 


Cmr OF Bimco, April 7.—A par^ of 
Catholic missionaries will shortly leave 
this city for Southern Mexico with a 
view to converting the Lacondons, a 
wild tribe of Indians, 35,000 in number, 
scattered over portions of the states of 
(3ampache, Tabasco and Tucatan. It is 
said they still offer human sacrifices to 
their gods. 


The country which they inhabit has 
never been explored, but there is a 
;>opular l^end in the state of Tabasco 
¡hat in the heart of its forests the La- 
condons possess a city with temples and 
bazaars, such as were found by the 
Spaniards in the Aztec cities on their 
first landing in Mexico. 


Few white men have penetrated this 
region and none ever returned * alive. 
[ Ohe Catholiw organs point to the under- 
taking as proof that the spirit of zeal and 
self-sacrifice among the Catholic clergy 
is as active to-day as in the time of St.

LET THE B0T8 LBABN A TRADE 
Organized labor ie but a weak imita- 
tion of organized wealth. 
So long as 
capitalists are permitted to combine for 
mutual aggrandizement—so long as our 
laws tend to centralize money and create, 
nourish and protect unnatural monopo- 
lies, just so long will organized labor 
flourish, with varying degrees of success 
of course, because great bodies are nn 
wieldy, less easy to guide, and not as 
likely to traverse wisdom's pathway s? 
the crafty and favored few. 


The toiling masses waste too much 
time and energy in technical wage bick- 
erings, demeaning political practices and 
barren technicalities to accomplish the 
great purposes they aim at, the privi 
leges they ought to enjoy or to secure 
the saf^uards that justly belong to 
them. 


Let us take up, for instance, the ap- 
prentice problem. 


In dealing with this question the 
labor organizatio ns are selfish, injudi- 
cious and unwise. 
Following the ex 
ample of the manufacturer, they seek to 
restrict the supply of skilled labor in or- 
der to enhance the value of their own 
and provide against over-production. 
To accomplish this same end the govern- 
ment aids the manufacturer with pro- 
hibitive laws, while on the other hand it 
invites and courts competition 
with 
American labor from the four comers of 
the globe, conspiring with the trades 
unions, as it were, against the boys of 
America, who might find their way into 
the thrifty workshops if the all-powerful 
labor councils did not limit such possi- 
bilities almost to exclusion. 


We have but words of welcome for 
the wage workers from abroad, but 
while they are streaming into our shops 
and factories, not alone from foreign 
climes, but from American towns and 
hamlets where trades unions are un- 
known, what is to become of the "Amer- 
ican Boy" with unjust and restrictive 
apprentice laws occluding him from the 
wholesome and priceless privilege of 
learning a trade," or acquiring the art 
of earning a living by the skillful use of 
his hands, if need be. 


The merchant trains his sons to busi- 
ness, while the farmer inclines his chil- 
dren to the peacefU pursnits. All the 
callings In life ave free and open to the 
young men of to day but one—that of 
earning a good living by the mechanical 
arts. 


If the mechanic could take his sons to 
the shop with him after proper pre- 
paration and teach them the rudiments 
of 
skilled 
labor, 
there 
would 
M 
happier 
homes, 
more 
fami- 


ly 
groups, 
less 
strikes, 
less 


agitators and fewer native-bom citizens 
living from hand to mouth for want of 
thesldll^ training they should have 
leodved in their youth. 


The sight of a great army of young 
mm growing up in the dtles, without 
an aim or scarcely a motive in life, ought 
to prompt the labor organizations to re- 
move the apprentice barriers and give 
the American boy a chance to earn good 
wages at the oench, the forge or the 
factory. 
But will they do so? 
Well, 
we fear not, so that relief must be had 
in some other way. 


Happy it is that some of the fancy ap- 
pendages to the public and parochial 
schods, for all of that, can be eliminated 
to give place to industrial departments 
or trade schools, where future Ameri- 
cans can be taught the use of their 
hands, so that when provided with a 
wholesome education, a sound mind 
and a skilled handicraft, they can go 
out into the world and take their places 
with the honored, well paid and inde 
pendent artisans. 


One of the first truths that should be 
instilled into the minds of the young is 
that a good trade is better and far more 
respectable than a poor profession or 
life of idlenesi^

Snobbery may decree a preference to 
men in this or that vocation, but it must 
come down to the admission that all 
work is honorable, that the life of a sue 
cessful mechanic is preferable to that of 
a half starved dude, a lawyer without 
briefis, a doctor without patients, a sales- 
man without sales, an accountant with 
out books or a gentleman without means 


Boys, leam a trade. It will not keep 
you from other callings if yoti have 
tastes or talents for them. 
But by all 
means acquire a trade first, then look 
about for world's to conquer, if you 
choose to. 
Be always willing to accord 
like advantages to your fellow man; for 
God has provided a place for all of us 
and if He is consulted just a little there 
will be no over-production.

and demand will equalize themselves 
and the future of America and its peo- 
ple will surpass even our brightest 
hopes and dispell the fears that impel 
trades' councils to do injustice to the 
rising generation—their own children

the wage workers from abroad, bnt 
while they are streaming into our shops 
and factorial, not alone from foreign 
climes, bnt from American towns and 
hamleto where trades unions are nn- 
known, what is to become of the "Amer- 
ican Boy" with unjust and restrictive 
apprentice laws excluding him from the 
wholesome and priceless privilege of 
"learning a trade," or acquiring the art 
of earning a living by the skUlfnl use of 
his hands, if need be.

All the 
callings in life are free and open to the 
young men of to-day bnt one—that of 
earning a good living by the mechanics 
arts.
